In a letter addressed to merch¬ 
ants of Orange county, signed by 
Mr. Kaufman and the city attor¬ 
neys, it was declared that, “In the 
hope of avoiding any series of 
prosecution” signors of the letter 
are notifying merchants of pro¬ 
posed rigid enforcement of the 
fair trades law. 

The law referred to was in ef¬ 
fect in California, according to 
the letter, even before adoption of 
NRa codes. A copy of the law 
was enclosed in each letter. Vio¬ 
lation is punishable by a $500 fine 
or six months in jail, or both. 

‘Cost’ Is Defined 

The state law defines "cost,” 
as applied to production, as in¬ 
cluding the cost of raw materials, 
labor and all necessary overhead 
expenses of the producer. Dis¬ 
tribution costs are the cost of the 
article or product to the distri¬ 
butor, plus the cost of doing busi¬ 
ness. 

It also makes it unlawful, un¬ 
der an amendment approved in 
1933, to allow secret rebates, re¬ 
funds, commissions or unearned 
discounts, whether in the form of 
money or otherwise, or secretly 
extending to certain purchasers 
special services or privileges not 
extended to all purchasers. 

The Exceptions 

Exceptions to provisions of the 
law were listed as: 

In closing out in good faith the 
owner's stock or any part there¬ 
of for the purpose of discontinu¬ 
ing his trade in any such stock 
or commodity, that is, as in the

Cites Last Paragraph 
was the one to which Mr. West 

The last paragraph of the letter 
took exception. 

He said that he feels that he has 
made no misstatements or any 
statements which, in substance, 
had not already been published in 
newspapers, particularly in the 
Bay region, or made on the floor 
of the assembly. 

In requesting an early meeting 
of the assembly committee, the 
Orange county legislators ex¬ 
plained that the committee has the 
power to subpoena witnesses and 
that they are placed under oath. 
If a witness refuses to testify, 
they said, he may be summoned 
before the legislature for alleged 
contempt. 

Mr. West today called attention 
to a part of his statement issued 
yesterday. He referred to a state¬ 
ment by Senator Edwards that 
"when the assembly discovered 
that the Gilmore bill involved a 
project which the people of the 
state had twice rejected on the 
issue of saving the beaches, that 
body defeated the several attempts 
to put the bill through.” 

What West Said 

In regard to this, Mr. West’s 
statement said, "The assembly did 
not defeat the several attempts to 
put this bill through. But as a 
matter of fact the assembly voted, 
only last Thursday, 46 to 32, in 
favor of this bill and sent it to 
the senate. Equally contrary to 
the fact is his statement that the 
people of the state had twice re¬ 
jected the project proposed in sen¬ 
ate bill 959 on the issue of save 
the beaches. 

"Proposition 11 voted on in 1932 
simply proposed to turn over this 
state-owned oil to the City of 
Huntington Beach. Tideland drill¬ 
ing was not mentioned in the pro¬ 
position, although this issue of 
save the beaches was inspired and 
financed by those who would 
monopolize this oil field under as¬ 
sembly bill 1684.” 

Senator Edwards’ latest state¬ 
ment, issued today, follows: 

Senator Edwards’ Statement 

“In joining with Speaker Craig 
and Assemblyman Utt in a request 
to the assembly Huntington Beach 
tideland committee to Investigate 
the statements of Supervisor West 
concerning alleged bribery of leg¬ 
islators, I am taking the most 
conclusive method of establishing 
the facts in the tideland drilling 
proposal. 

"It is no concern of mine 
whether or not Mr. West is in 
the pay of the Gilmore Oil com¬ 
pany; but it is of great concern 
to the people of Orange county to 
know whether Mr. West is telling 
the truth or merely exercising his 
imagination. 

“A newspaper controversy on 
the subject is profitless and I 
do not propose to be involved in 
one. When Mr. West is summon¬ 
ed before the assembly commit¬ 
tee, as I hope he will be, he will 
be compelled to submit the proof 
of his charges or acknowledge his 
own untruthfulness. 

"Knowing the facts as I do, I 
can understand Mr. West's unwill¬ 
ingness to appear before the as¬ 
sembly committee. His suggestion 
of a federal investigation is a 
shallow dodge, but so far as I am 
concerned, after he has appeared 
before the assembly committee, he 
can take the matter to the League 
of Nations if he wishes. 

Glad to Supply Facts 

"Mr. West’s curiosity concern¬ 
ing oil company deposits with 
county banks can be satisfied be¬ 
fore the same committee which 
has power to subpoena any banker 
in the county. If banking rules 
permitted, I would be glad to sup¬ 
ply the information without the 
intervention of the committee. 
Mr. West will get small comfort 
from the facts as far as any bank 
I am connected with is concerned. 

"Mr. West’s statement that my 
vote on senate bill No. 959 would 
have influenced the result is of 
the same value as his other facts. 
The vote was: No, 31; yes, 2. If 
I had voted, it would have been 
31 to 3. 

"I have stated previously, for 
the information of the people of 
Orange county, what transpired at 
Sacramento in regard to the is¬ 
land drilling bill. The senate and 
assembly journals will verify my 
statements just as they will ex¬ 
pose the ignorance or malice of 
Mr. West. I will not pursue the 
subject further until such time as 
Mr. West is summoned to appear 
before the assembly committee, 
when it will be easily determined 
whether he is a hero or just an¬ 
other disgruntled lobbyist.” 

Smith’s Statement 

The following is the statement 
by Supervisor Willard Smith of 
Orange: 

"Mr. West makes the statement 
that one member of the board of 
supervisors went to Sacramento to 
persuade N. T. Edwards to vote 
for a bill to get a royalty for Or¬ 
ange county. He evidently refers 
to the trip which I made at the 
request of himself, Mr. Lyon and 
Mr. Jerome. 

"My understanding was that I 
was to find out whether or not 
there was any chance for Orange 
county to have a tideland drilling 
bill passed. We fully realized that 
whatever the board of supervisors 
did, It would be an idle gesture 
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and higher surtax and corporation 
taxes be incorporated in the reso¬ 
lution, but Chairman Harrison an¬ 
nounced the “sentiment" of the 
committee was that the proposal 
should go through without amend¬ 
ments. 

LaFollette said, however, he 
would renew his fight on the 
senate floor. 

Confidants of the president, 
meanwhile, passed the word he is 
considering a new and broad NRA 
designed to be, in a sense, a com¬ 
panion measure to the tax pro¬ 
gram. 

It was emphasized at the white 
house that President Roosevelt is 
standing on the language of his 
special message and leaving the 
procedure for the present at least, 
to congressional leaders. 

Democratic leaders indicated pri¬ 
vately the president's program 
was so extensive and required so 
much study that it should go over 
until next year, despite the fact 
that 1936 is a campaign year. 

Plan Would Take Month 
Tax drafting experts estimated 
it would take at least a month to 
frame a bill to carry out the presi¬ 
dent’s program. Democratic mem¬ 
bers of the finance committee con¬ 
tended the congressional session 
would be prolonged six weeks if 
new taxes were pushed now. 

The tax plan, Intended to 
break up great fortunes and 
reduce large Incomes, was 
greeted by expressions of grati¬ 
fication from the “left” and 
criticism from the “right.” 

The revived NRA which the 
president is said to be considering, 
was pictured by some of his ad¬ 
visers, who declined to be quoted 
by name, as an effort to increase 
mass purchasing power. Thus, 
they said, it would be akin to the 
tax plan. 

There is one major “if” on NRA, 
it was said. Authoritative sources 
said the president had remarked 
that he was inclined to believe 
congress could constitutionally de¬ 
fine Interstate commerce so the 
federal government could super¬ 
vise some things over which the 
supreme court held the old NRA 
had no power. 


MAKE YOUR OLD CAR 
LOOK LIKE NEW FOR 


WASHINGTON, Thursday, June 
20. iff)—An early test in the su¬ 
preme court of the Wagner dis¬ 
putes bill, creating a permanent 
national labor relations board, ap¬ 
peared likely today after its vic¬ 
torious sweep through the house. 

Cries of "unconstitutional" were 
raised time and again during the 
eight hours of debate yesterday, 
but in the end it was jammed 
through without even a standing 
vote and sent to the senate for 
concurrence in amendments. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
hailed the passage of the bill as a 
“Magna Charta of labor.” 

Organized business groups and 
some industrialists who fought its 
passage through congress were 
generally expected to take the 
issue to the highest court. 

Before passage the bill was 
amended to make the new labor 
board an independent agency in¬ 
stead of part of the labor depart¬ 
ment. Another amendment adopted 
would prevent employes in one 
plant from calling on those in an¬ 
other in the same industry for help 
in forcing through collective bar¬ 
gaining agreements. 

The bill sets up a permanent 
national labor relations board with 
quasi - judicial powers, guarantees 
the rights of workers to bargain 
collectively, gives workers full 
freedom to organize without "in¬ 
timidation” from employers, desig¬ 
nates representatives chosen by a 
majority in a plant as representa¬ 
tives of all in collective bargain¬ 
ing, but reserves the right of indi¬ 
viduals or small groups to present 
grievances, names five "unfair 
labor practices,” violations of 
which makes employers subject to 
orders by the labor board to "cease 
and desist,” with the alternative 
of appealing to the courts. 


Possibility of a grand jury in¬ 
vestigation into affairs at the 
Oceanview school, which culminat¬ 
ed in dismissal of one teacher and 
the resignation of another, loomed 
today.

rooms. 

Gebauer Dismissed 

According to parents of school 
children who protested dismissal 
of J. J. Gebauer, seventh grade 
teacher, dismissed by the school 
board for alleged failure to coop¬ 
erate with other teachers, he was 
ousted by the school board for pro¬ 
testing the circulation of question¬ 
able literature. 

Manville Saxton, the teacher ac¬ 
cused of permitting the circula¬ 
tion of alleged objectionable lit¬ 
erature, has resigned and accept¬ 
ed a position in the Whittier 
schools. 

Mr. Ross today declined to make 
a statement for publication re¬ 
garding the situation in Ocean- 
view, but admitted the district at¬ 
torney would be requested to take 
the matter before the grand jury. 

Began Months Ago 

The fight which has stirred the 
community for several months 
when the school board notified 
Mr. Gebauer that his contract 
would not be renewed for next 
year. Mr. Gebauer, it is said, re¬ 
fused to complete the year and left 
his classroom. He returned at the 
request of parents who withdrew 
their children from the school fol¬ 
lowing his refusal to teach. 

Members of the school board re¬ 
plied to Mr. Gebauer’s charges 
that salacious literature and pic¬ 
tures were being circulated with 
the charge that if he knew these 
things and did not inform the 
board and take steps to correct 
the situation, he was not fulfill¬ 
ing his obligation as a teacher.

Lucas Lucio, local representative 
of the Mexican consul's office at 
j Los Angeles, today replied to 
I charges by members of the Santa 
Ana Workers club that he is in 
| league with ranchers for the pur¬ 
pose of keeping down the wages 
of Mexican laborers. 

At the same time Mr. Lucia 
said he had been authorized by 
the consul to advise Mexican resi¬ 
dents who are not American citi¬ 
zens, not to join any American or¬ 
ganization that might lead them 
into trouble with the law. 

Leaders of the Santa Ana Work¬ 
ers club are not leaders these Mex¬ 
ican people should follow, Mr. 
Lucio said, "because according to 
my judgment they are instigating 
trouble among the Mexican peo¬ 
ple.” 

Wants to Tell Side 

Mr. Lucio said he would be glad 
to appear before the club and teil 
! his side of the story about a re- 
i cent meeting of a wage arbitration 
] board at which he was accused of 
; having a Workers club delegate 
I thrown out by an officer. At a 
, recent meeting of the club, speak¬ 
ers said Mr. Lucio refused to ailow 
the delegate to talk, and later or¬ 
dered him thrown out. 

Mr. Lucio said today that the 
arbitration board had met to con¬ 
sider a specific wage question be¬ 
tween Japanese berry growers and 
Mexican workers, and that the 
; delegate insisted on intruding in 
i the discussion with matters over 
which the board had no jurisdic¬ 
tion, demanding that all agricul¬ 
tural workers be paid 50 cents per 
hour. 

Denies Charge 

Mr. Lucio admitted that he did 
finally have an officer take the 
delegate out, after first explaining 
that he would be given a chance 
to talk after the board had set¬ 
tled its business. Later, he said, 
the delegate was allowed to come 
back and talk.

Resignation of Bill Cole 
Will Be Discussed by 
Commission Monday 

Rumors were afloat late 
today that George Lackaye, 
manager of the Westminster 
Aviators, will replace Ralph 
“Bill” Cole as pilot of the 
Santa Ana Stars at the beginning 
of the second half next month, 
following announcement of Cole's 
resignation, which becomes ef¬ 
fective after July 2. 

President Otto Jacobs of the 
Santa Ana commission, which 
also Includes Horace Snow, John 
Wilcox and Jim Detrlhxe, will 
call an official meeting Monday 
to discuss Cole's resignation and 
plans for the appointment of a 
new manager, to be selected 
within the next 10 days, he said. 

Head coach in football, basket* 
ball and baseball at Tusttn High 
school, the fiery Cole has found his 
managerial duties with the Stars 
too much of an extra burden, and 
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Stanford’s 1935 football team 
will be more formidable than its 
championship collection that dom¬ 
inated the Pacific coast conference 
last fall. 

The Cardinals will boast an im¬ 
proved defense against passes, and 
their offensive attack through the 
air wiil be as highly developed as 
that of the Alabama team that 
ran rough-shod over them in the 
Rose bowl. 

These predictions came from 
none other than Stanford's suc¬ 
cessful coach—Claude “Tiny” 
Thornhill—and his all-conference 
center, Wes Muller—whose ap¬ 
pearance featured a meeting of 
the Stanford alumni of Santa 
Ana In James cafe yesterday. 
The giant Thornhill and Muller, 
a former Glendale boy who tips 
the scales at 220 pounds, expressed 
the opinion that Stanford again 
will be the king-pin of coast foot¬ 
ball, but only after a strenuous 
schedule against greater opposi¬ 
tion. 

Washington Toughest Rival 

"On paper, California looms as 
our greatest threat, but we are 
anticipating perhaps our toughest 
battle at Washington,” Thornhill 
said. He frowned at the prospect 
of playing the Huskies on a prob¬ 
able rain-soaked field. 

The Cardinal mentor expects an 
improved showing against Santa 
Clara, the team that tied his 
; champs 7-7 last fall mainly be¬ 
cause “they had six weeks of early 
■ training to our two.” Thornhill 
: has shifted the Santa Clara game 
I nearer the end of his 1935 sched¬ 
ule. 

Stanford will play no “big” 
game in the East next season, 
but will travel to the Atlantic 
coast to meet Columbia or 
Princeton in 1936, Thornhill in¬ 
dicated. Tentative arrangements 
for such an intersectional game 
already have been made, he said. 
San Francisco newspaper reports 
of dissension on the Stanford squad 
last year were discounted by 
Thornhill. The Cardinal players 
engaged in a few fist fights, in¬ 
cluding the widely-publicized feud 
i between Bobby Grayson and Mul¬ 
ler, but these arguments came only 
after strenuous drills, and were 
forgotten by the players upon leav¬ 
ing the field, Thornhill explained. 

Four Tour State 
Accompanying Thornhill and 
Muller to Orange county were Ray 
Todd of Orange, Stanford fullback; 

! and Jake Irwin, of the Cardinal 
board of athletic control. The four 
are making a tour of the state to 
build up interest in alumni asso¬ 
ciations. 

Franklin West, president of the 
Stanford alumni of the county; and 
Lynn H. Crawford, principal of 
Santa Ana High school, served as 
masters of ceremony.

U. S. S. Saginaw, stranded on 
Ocean island in the Pacific, 1871. 

NOTE: Chief namer of naval 
vessels is Rear Admiral W. D. 
Leahy, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, who makes the orig¬ 
inal selection then passes the list 
on to the secretary of the navy 
and the President.

Now that Orange county has a 
fish preserve along its coastline, 
the next step will be to set up 
machinery for enforcing the law 
and keeping commercial fishermen 
out of this region set aside for 
sportsmen, according to Dan Mul- 
herron, president of the Orange 
County Coast association. 

The fish preserve extends the 
full length of the county and out 
to sea for two miles. Within that 
area commercial fishermen are to 
be barred. The bill will take ef¬ 
fect within about 90 days. 

Mr. Mulherron said that a con¬ 
ference is being arranged with rep¬ 
resentatives of the fish and game 
commission in an attempt to pro¬ 
vide a patrol to see that commer¬ 
cial fishermen stay outside the 
two-mile limit. 

May Install Buoys 

He also said the possibility of 
installing buoys along the bound¬ 
ary of the fish preserve was being 
investigated. Such buoys, topped 
with red flags, would mark the 
area plainly and any industrial 
fishermen coming inside the mark¬ 
ers would have no excuse for being 
there, he said. 

Directors of the Coast associa¬ 
tion will attend the meeting of the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce 
next Tuesday evening at Costa 
Mesa. After the meeting they will 
convene and probably will discuss 
details of enforcing the fish pre¬ 
serve law. 

Mr. Mulherron explained that 
commercial fishing, particularly 
purse seining, robs the waters near 
shore of the small fish which the 
large sporting fish eat. 

Important Project 

Depletion of this food supply 
would result in the larger fish 
staying out at sea. With nothing 
to eat close to shore, they would 
have no reason for coming in, he 
said. Maintaining of the preserve 
thus will also maintain the Orange 
county waters as a favorite spot 
for the sport of fishing. 

Establishment of the fish pre¬ 
serve is regarded as one of the 
most important projects ever car¬ 
ried out by the county. With New¬ 
port harbor rapidly developing as 
a center for yachting and other 
forms of ocean sport, it will be ex¬ 
pected to become the headquarters 
along this caost for the sport of 
fishing also. 


TRENTON, N. J., Thursday, 
June 20. CP) — Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann’s lawyers stripped his 
case of its emotional wrappings 
today and presented the core—the 
strictly legal aspect--to the state's 
highest court in an appeal from 
the Flemington verdict which de¬ 
creed he must die for the murder 
of Charles A. Lindbergh jr. 

To the 14 judges of the court of 
errors and appeals, sitting in the 
oppressive hush of a big, white- 
walled room, they presented a 
lengthy brief, citing numerous 
legal opinions to support their con¬ 
tention that Hauptmann did not 
receive justice in the crowded, old- 
fashioned Hunterdon county court¬ 
house. 

Cite Varied Theories 

The Hauptmann brief laid its 
heaviest emphasis on the charge 
that the state had wrongfully used 
varying theories in the trial as to 
how the kidnaped child met death. 
The burden of state's evidence, it 
said, was that the child had been 
killed when he was dropped from 
the kidnaper’s buckling ladder. 
Despite this, the brief contended, 
Attorney General David T. Wil- 
entz, summing up for the state, 
espoused an entirely different 
theory that Hauptmann had killed 
the child before removing him 
from his crib. 

The brief further contended that 
the alleged varying death theories 
advanced by the prosecution con¬ 
travened Hauptmann's constitu¬ 
tional rights to a fair trial. In this 
contention was seen the possible 
basis of an appeal to the U. S. 
Supreme court in event of an un¬ 
favorable decision. 

Legality Challenged 

It also challenged the legality 
of many portions of the attor¬ 
ney general's summation at Flem¬ 
ington, termed the summation in¬ 
flammatory, and charged Wilentz 
in cross examining Hauptmann 
“browbeat, bulldozed, belittled and 
chastised' 1 him. 

It also contended the case should 
have been tried in Mercer coun¬ 
ty where the baby’s body was 
found on May 12, 1932. (Haupt¬ 
mann was tried on the theory that 
the baby's death occurred dur¬ 
ing the commission of a burglary 
and was therefore first degree 
murder.) 

The brief contended further 
that the admission of the kid¬ 
nap ladder in evidence was im¬ 
proper and that Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh s dally presence in 
court influenced the jury unfair-

It is often asked, “Doctor, how 
i can I be assured of good health?”

We can only advise 
as to how to live, that sickness 
and disease may not progress very 
far. Most of us are born with 
good sound bodies and healthy or¬ 
gans. 

This column has been telling you 
how, by proper feeding, good hous¬ 
ing, and sanitation the lives and 
health of thousands of children 
j have been maintained. How we 
can carry that condition on to lat¬ 
er life is the next question. 

Our present economic conditions 
and mode of living expose us to 
new dangers every day. Our bod¬ 
ies are remarkable organisms. Na¬ 
ture has endowed us with fine re¬ 
cuperative powers to great resis¬ 
tance to bad influences. Sickness 
and disease are not the result of 
accident, but usually the result of 
some abuse within ourselves or 
from some external influence. 

The germs of disease cannot 
grow and reproduce without con¬ 
tact with the higher forms of life. 

We are provided with great pow- i 
ers of resistance to these organ¬ 
isms, and unless through some act 
of our own we have lowered our 
resisting powers, they will not

With no thought of denying
